Claims 1, 6-12,15 and 17 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated 
by the patent to Kudo et al. for the reasons of record. 

Applicants elected to prosecute article claims, not process of use claims. As 
noted earlier, their arguments with respect to the patentability of their non-elected 
invention are not dispositive of the issue of the patentability of their elected article 
claims. Kudo et al. teach an article comprising all of their claimed materials. 
Consequently, it is inherent that the Kudo et al. functions in the manner claimed by 
applicants. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
patent to Kudo et al. in view of the patent to Kiyohara et al. (USP 4,877,819). 

The photographic film of Kudo et al. is preferably polyester. Kiyohara et al. teach 
the advantages of adding white pigments to polyester photographic film supports. Use 
of the Kiyohara et al. white pigments for their concomitant function in the polyester 
supports of Kudo et al. would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art in the 
absence of unexpected results. 

Claims 13 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
